those whom we condemn. 


has had a terrible tragedy. This 
thought is unforgetably express- 
ed in the comment commonly 
credited to John Bradford, 
Chaplain to Edward VI of the 
sixteenth century England. See- 
ing a condemned man march 
off to his death, and knowing of 
the narrow margins by which 
men are often made and un- 
made, he exclaimed: ‘There, but 
for the grace of God goes John 
Bradford.’ Significantly he 


himself later met similar un-} 


fortunate fate. 

“There is often only a very 
fine line between winning and 
losing. In a race the difference 
may be only the shaving of 
second. In a contest, the dif- 
ference may be only one judge. 
In an accident, the difference 
may be only one small mechani- 
cal mishap -or one small error 
of judgment. 

“In so many things we do in 
life, there is an exceedingly thin 
line between safety and sorrow. 
We ourselves may not see it at 
the moment. But often others 
see it, and are frightened for 
us. And afterwards we are 
frightened for ourselves. The 
differences in cause may some- 
times seem inconsequential, but 
the differences in result may be 
eternally great. 

“And we should have com- 
passion for the man who has 
met misfortune, for the man 
who has made a mistake, for 
the man who narrowly missed 
being what he might have been 
—and we should never forget 
that ‘there but for the grace of 
God’ am I. And the thought 
should help to keep us humble 
and help to keep us holding 
hard and fast to the right side 
of every decision, and to the 
right side of every road.”

To avoid difficulties on a 
hunting trip, therefore, the wise 


thing to do before hunting on 
another man’s property is to 
obtain permission from the own- 
er. Because they have live- 
stock on the land or because of 
other reasons, some farmers 
may not grant permission for 
hunting on their places, but 
many do permit neighbors and 
city folks to hunt. The farm- 
er has a right to refuse permis- 
sion for hunting on his land, 
and it should be respected. 

Nearly every hunting season, 
officers receive numerous com- 
plaints from farmers whose 
lands have been invaded. by 
hunters, and sometimes a hunt- 
er winds up in court-as a result 
of failing to obtain permission. 
A hunting trip should be pleas- 
ant and recreational, and one 
way of making it so is to have 
the permission and good will of 
the owner of the land. 

The University of Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service 
also calls attention to other 
points that are necessary for], 
the hunting trip to be a pleas- 
urable event: 

Have the proper license. Ob- 
serve all regulations regarding 
hunting days and hours, bag 
limits, protected game, and guns 
and other equipment. 

Handle guns carefully. Do not 
carry a loaded gun in a car or 
into a house. Do not climb a 
fence with a loaded gun. Never 
carry a gun so it is pointing at 
another person, and never shoot 
at an object that is not plainly 
visible or toward other persons.

| AUTO-GRAVEYARDS MUST 


MOVE STEEL TO MARKET 

Operators of automobile 
“graveyards” in Palm Beach 
country are now required to 
get their old cars moving to 
market to help the nation solve 
its present problem of steel 
shortages, or they may be found 
in violation of Federal regula- 
tions. 

‘According to information re- 
ceived here from Merrill C. Lof- 
ton, regional director of the U. 
S. Department of Commerce in 
Atlanta, the National Produc- 
tion Authority has just issued 
an order under which owners 
of automobile “graveyards” 
must send that agency an in- 
ventory report by December 20 
detailing the number of motor 
vehicles, car units and amount 
of loose scrap they had on hand 
on December 1 of this year. 


The order also prohibits any 
wrecker from accepting de- 


them into commercial scrap 
channels. Compliance investi- 
gators working out of the At- 
lanta regional and district of- 
fices will conduct a periodic 
check to make certain there are 
no violations of the order, and 
if arly are found the offenders 
will be subject to penalties pro- 
vided in the Defense Produc- 
tion Act of 1951, he said. 

The order was issued, Mr. 
Lofton stated, because the pres- 
ent scrap iron and steel short- 
age, which has become a grave 
national emergency, is causing 
many mills to operate on a 
“hand-to-mouth” basis. Millions 
of tons of scrap iron and steel, 
such as is contained in cast-off 
automobiles in car “graveyar 
are lying dormant and must be 
moved to market or the national
